Rules Shift for Women in Combat 


Pentagon’s new plans 
to include jobs closer 
to war’s front lines 


Washington 

The Pentagon is unveiling plans 
Thursday to allow women to serve 
in thousands of military jobs clos- 
er to the front lines, reflecting the 
realities of the last decade of war 
in Iraq and Afghanistan. 

Defense officials say the new 
rules will still mean that woman 
are barred from serving as infantry, 
in the Navy SEALs or Army Delta 
Force — considered the most dan- 
gerous combat jobs. But the changes 
will open the door for more oppor- 
tunities and promotions for women 
by allowing them to perform jobs 
they are already performing, but in 
battalions, which are closer to the 
fighting and once considered too 
dangerous for women. 

Defense officials spoke on con- 
dition of anonymity because the 
report had not yet been released. 

A 1994 combat exclusion policy 
bans women from being assigned 
to ground combat units below the

The latest changes for women in 
the military, which open up as many 
as 14,000 additional jobs for women, 
would have the greatest effect on the 
Army and Marine Corps. Those two 
services ban women from more jobs 
than the Navy and Air Force do, large- 
ly because of the infantry positions. 
The Pentagon report will be sent to 
Congress on Thursday, and if law- 
makers take no action after 30 work- 
days, the policy will take effect, (ap) 


tant to explore ways to offer more 
opportunities to women in the mil- 
itary,” Pentagon press secretary 
George Little said. “This review has 
been thorough and extensive,” with 
input from all military branches.

10 States Can Drop ‘No Child’ Law 


Washington 

President Obama on Thursday 
declared that 10 states are free 
from the No Child Left Behind 
law, allowing them to scrap some 
of the most rigorous and unpopular 
mandates in American education. 
In exchange, the states are prom- 
ising higher standards and more 
creative ways to measure what stu- 
dents are learning. 

“We can combine greater free- 
dom with greater accountability,” 


Obama said. 

The first 10 states to be declared 
free from the landmark education 
law are Colorado, Florida, Georgia, 
Indiana, Kentucky, Massachusetts, 
Minnesota, New Jersey, Oklahoma 
and Tennessee. The only state that 
applied and did not get it, New Mex- 
ico, is working to get approval. 

A total of 28 other states, the 
District of Columbia and Puerto 
Rico have signaled that they, too, 
plan to flee the law in favor of their 
own plans, ben feller (ap)

New York 

Mitt Romney is in danger of los- 
ing his fourth-straight state in Sat- 
urday’s caucuses in Maine, where 
he and his allies have been all but 
absent from TV. 

That’s no coincidence. 

Over the past month, he has 
won in states where he and an 
allied super PAC, called Restore 
Our Future, have pounded his 
rivals with millions of dollars in 
negative ads. But he has tended to 
lose big when he has stopped using 
his power to crush other contend- 
ers by spending a ton of money — 
particularly on TV. 

After defeats Tuesday in Col- 
orado, Minnesota and Missouri, 
Romney’s campaign is bracing for 
the possibility of more bad news 
in Maine, where Republicans will 
announce the results of a weeklong 
series of caucuses Saturday and 


Expectations

Greece Touts Long-Awaited Debt Deal 


Eurozone officials 
to scrutinize plan, 
taking cautious tone 


Frankfurt, Germany 

More than two years after it came 
clean about its addiction to debt, 
Greece may finally have begun its 
long, painful road to recovery. 

The deal that Greece’s fractious 
political leaders struck Thursday 
includes a 22 percent cut in the 
monthly minimum wage to $780, 
layoffs for 15,000 civil servants and 
an end to dozens of job guarantee 
provisions to help save the coun- 
try from a default that could shock 
the global financial system. 

Still, German Finance Minis- 
ter Wolfgang Schaeuble said more 


work had to be done to fulfill the 
conditions for a bailout. “The agree- 
ment, as far as I understand, is not 
at a stage where it can be signed 
off,” he said.

Besieged Syrians Issue Pleas for Medical Aid 



Beirut 

Between blasts of rockets and mor- 
tar fire, Syrians used loudspeak- 
ers to call for blood donations and 
medical supplies Thursday in the 
stricken city of Homs, where a 
weeklong government offensive 
has created a deepening humani- 
tarian crisis. 

Regime forces are trying to 
crush pockets of resistance in 
Homs, the epicenter of an 11-month- 
old uprising that has brought the 
country ever closer to civil war. 

“Anything that moves, even a 
bird, is targeted. Life is complete- 
ly cut off,” said Abu Muhammad 
Ibrahim, an activist in Homs. 

Hundreds of people are believed 
to have been killed since early Sat- 
urday in the heaviest attack the 
city has endured since the uprising 
began in March, activists said. 


The Syrian regime’s crackdown 
has left it isolated internationally 
as nations have imposed sanctions 
and withdrawn diplomats. In the 
latest action, Libya on Thursday 
gave Syria’s top envoy to the coun- 


try and embassy staff 72 hours to 
leave, a Libyan official said. 

An Arab League official said the 
group will discuss Sunday whether 
to recognize the opposition Syrian 
National Council as the legitimate 


representative of Syria. 

U.N. chief Ban Ki-moon said the 
Arab League plans to send observ- 
ers back into Syria and has raised 
the possibility of a joint mission 
with the U.N. (ap)

N. Korea to Open Massive Hotel 23 Years Late 


Intended as a symbol 
of grandeur, building 
evokes shortcomings 

Seoul, South Korea 

North Korea’s Ryugyong Hotel 
ranks among the world’s most 
remarkable, and mockable, build- 
ings. It’s taller than New York’s 
Chrysler Building and wider at its 
base than an average city block. It 
looks like a rocket ship, casting a 
jagged shadow over Pyongyang. 

But it has never opened for busi- 
ness, which is why outsiders have 
viewed it as an emblem of North 
Korea’s broader failures. A crane 
remained at the top, a reminder 


1987 

The year work began on North 
Korea’s 105-story Ryugyong Hotel 
in Pyongyang. It took more than two 
decades to finish the project, (twp) 


of grand plans gone bust. 

“It was the hotel with the icon- 
ic crane,” said Simon Cockerell of 
Beijing-based Koryo Tours. “It dom- 
inated the skyline.” 

Several years ago, Esquire mag- 
azine called it “the worst building 
in the history of mankind.” 

This spring, though, Yonhap 
news agency in Seoul says, it will 
partially open, 23 years behind 
schedule. Initially, it might be an

office complex, but, eventually, 
travel agents say, the Ryugyong 
will open for tourists. 

As North Korea apparently 
intends it, the building’s comple- 
tion marks the literal high point of 
a major push to spruce up the capi- 
tal and show off self-described eco- 
nomic strength. The reality: The 
state-run economy barely functions, 
and the regime relied on outside 
investment to finish the hotel. 

Still, the planned opening illus- 
trates North Korea’s resourceful- 
ness. But Cockerell mentioned a 
“common rumor” that many mid- 
dle floors will be vacant, with the 
bottom used for hotel rooms and 
the top for restaurants, chico harlan

Riders’ Pretax Benefits Nay Increase 


Transportation 

Metro commuters might have a 
chance at getting their pretax ben- 
efits restored to higher levels. 

There is a push to extend pretax 
transit benefits for a year so that they 
would be in line with the benefits for 
parking in the surface transportation 
bill now before the Senate. 


The pretax transit benefits had 
expired at the end of last year, 
allowing commuters to put only 
$125 a month aside for transit use. 
That amount had fallen from $230. 
Pretax parking benefits, however, 
rose from $230 a month to $240 a 
month. The proposal would make 
pretax benefits for parking and 
transit equal at $240 a month. 


Metro and public transporta- 
tion advocacy groups have said 
the pretax transit benefits keep 
more riders on buses and trains, 
and out of cars. 

About 256,000 people in the area 
are registered for Metro’s SmartBen- 
efits program, which allows transit 
benefits to be assigned to SmarTrip 
cards, (the Washington post)

Witness 

Former student says 
Huguely attacked ex 
at February TO event 

Charlottesville, Va. 

A student who attended a Febru- 
ary 2010 party at the University of 
Virginia testified that he heard a 
woman’s voice yelling, “Help me, 
help me” and opened a door to see 
George Huguely V with his arm 
around Yeardley Love’s neck. 

Michael Burns, who then 
attended the University of North 
Carolina, said Huguely was on a 
bed and Love was on top of him. 
He said that after he entered 


the room, Huguely let go and 
rolled over, and a distraught Love 
ran out. 

“She just said, ‘Thank you so 
much,”’ Burns said. “She also 
said she couldn’t 
breathe. She was 
hysterically cry- 
ing.” 

Prosecutors 
allege that only 
months after the 
incident Burns 
claims to have 
witnessed, an angry Huguely 
kicked through Love’s door and 
that her head banged against the 
wall as he shook her. Defense attor-

wanted to talk, and that Love’s 
head never struck the wall. 

Huguely, 24, is accused of kill- 
ing Yeardley Love in May 2010 by 
slamming her head against a wall. 
He has pleaded not guilty to first- 
degree murder. 


During cross-examination, 
Francis McQ. Lawrence asked 
Burns about an account of the 
incident he gave to police after 
Love’s death. From the witness 
stand, Burns said he was certain 
about his recollection. “I know for 
sure that his arm was around her 
neck,” he said. 

Lawrence also questioned Burns 
about his romantic contact with 
Love, who was 22 when she died. 
Burns testified the two were not 
romantic but had gotten togeth- 
er once in 2008 and again about 
two weeks before her death.

Rate Hike Gets 
OK From Cab 
Commission 

Washington 

The D.C. Taxicab Commission has 
modified an earlier proposal and 
approved a rate hike that would 
cost riders $2.16 per mile, a 66-cent 
per-mile rate increase over the cur- 
rent $1.50-per-mile rate. 

Riders would also have to pay 
50 cents for each piece of lug- 
gage placed in the trunk, a sur- 
charge that had been eliminat- 
ed in the commission’s December 
proposal. 

The commission approved the 
increase Wednesday evening, and 
the new plan will go into effect in 
30 days unless it’s altered. 

In recent weeks, D.C. Coun- 
cil member Mary M. Cheh, 
D-Ward 3, and Mayor Vincent C. 
Gray, a Democrat, have been try- 
ing to reform D.C.’s taxi service.

U.S. touts a $26B settlement with 
5 banks linked to the housing crisis 


Washington 

State and federal officials on Thurs- 
day announced a settlement of 
more than $26 billion with five of 
the nation’s banks over flawed and 
fraudulent foreclosure practices 
that affected several million home- 
owners and became commonplace 
after the housing boom turned to 
bust in recent years. It is the larg- 
est government-industry settlement 
in more than a decade. 

The deal marks the culmination 
of more than 16 months of negotia- 
tions between lenders and a collec- 
tion of state and federal officials. It 
aims to help troubled borrowers by 
requiring the banks to reduce the 
amount borrowers owe on their 
mortgages, lowering their interest 
rates and paying restitution to hom- 
eowners who suffered mortgage- 
related abuses. It will force lenders to 
revamp how they interact with strug- 
gling mortgage holders and bar them 
from trying to foreclose on borrow- 
ers while simultaneously negotiat- 
ing mortgage modifications. 

In addition, companies will have 
to make sure borrowers have a sin- 


gle point of contact with a 
lender, rather than being 
shuttled to different 
employees with each 
interaction. 

U.S. Attorney 
General Eric Holder 
announced the deal 
— which he called the 
largest joint federal-state 
civil settlement in history — 
at a morning news conference 
attended by top federal housing 
and finance officials, and attor- 
neys general from many states. 
Holder excoriated lenders for 
behaviors that he said “pushed 
borrowers into foreclosure” and 
“fueled the downward spiral of 
our economy.” 

President Obama added that the 
country can “begin to turn the page 
on an era of recklessness that has 
left so much damage in its wake.” 

Federal and state officials 
announced at a news conference 
that 49 states had joined the settle- 
ment. Oklahoma announced a sep- 
arate deal with the five banks at the 
heart of the settlement: Wells Fargo, 
Bank of America, J.P. Morgan Chase, 


Consumeradvocates 
and housing activists said the 
foreclosure deal is flawed because 
it covers only a fraction of at-risk 
homeowners. Critics note that 
the settlement will apply only to 
privately held mortgages issued 
from 2008 through 2011. Banks own 
about half of allU.S. mortgages 
— roughly 30 million loans. Those 
owned by mortgage giants Fannie 
Mae and Freddie Mac are not 
covered by the deal, (ap)

Key Win for Obama 

The foreclosure deal grew out of long- 
running negotiations with state officials, 
stretching more than 500 days, and 
came after key holdout states, including 
California and New York, agreed to sign 
on. The participation of California and 
New York helped ensure a key election- 
year victory for the Obama administra- 
tion, which has been intent on finalizing an agreement that officials 
argued would deliver much-needed aid to ailing homeowners. The 
backing of California and New York also means a much larger settle- 
ment than banks otherwise would have been willing to sign, (twp)

Relief The settlement also in- 
cludes about $17 billion toward fore- 
closure-prevention measures, such 
as lowering the loan balance for 
borrowers who owe more than their 
homes are worth. 

Payouts As many as 750,000 
borrowers who lost their homes to 
foreclosure since 2008 would be 
eligible for payouts of about $2,000 
each, without surrendering the right 
to join future lawsuits. 

Timetable Banks would have 
three years to complete principal 
writedowns, refinancings and other 
relief. But officials said they struc- 
tured the deal so that it provides in- 
centives for actions taken within the 
first 12 months. This way, the aid can 
get to homeowners sooner rather 
than later, (twp) 


Ally Financial and Citigroup. 

The banks faced a public uproar 
in late 2010 when it became clear that 
the legal paperwork they had filed 
in numerous foreclosures included 
flawed and fraudulent documenta- 
tion. In many cases, because of the 
way in which loans were hastily 
packaged and sold to investors, banks 
had difficulty verifying ownership 
of the underlying mortgages. 

Under the massive settle- 
ment, homeowners in the District 
will be eligible for up to $40 mil- 
lion. Maryland will receive about 
$960 million, and Virginia will 
receive $479.6 million in relief. 

The settlement — the biggest 
involving a single industry since 
the $206 billion multistate tobacco 
deal in 1998 — could grow in size 
and scope if officials can sign on an 
additional nine mortgage servicing 
companies that they’ve been nego- 
tiating with in recent weeks. That 


would bring the number of banks 
participating to 14, and could raise 
the face value of the settlement to 
about $30 billion. 

Manuel Ochoa, regional direc- 
tor of homeownership at the Lati- 
no Economic Development Corp., 
which offers foreclosure counsel- 
ing in the Washington area, said 
that most of the company’s clients 
would likely not benefit from the 
aid, because they have fallen behind 
on their mortgage payments. 

“There is going to be relief for 
a lot of middle-class folks who, 
through tooth and nail, have been 
making payments. Those people 
are finally going to get some relief,” 
Ochoa said. “But for the people 
who have fallen behind and still 
need help because they are under 
water, it remains to be seen exactly 
how they are going to benefit from

Both times, fans sensed a break- 
through, a rite of passage for a team 
from which mediocrity was expect- 
ed. But twice, disappointed fans filed 
into the concourses after the games, 
drained and puzzled by the cruel 
twists that kept their team from a 
season-altering victory.

The men’s basketball program 
essentially hit the reset button last 
spring with the retirement of Gary 
Williams and the enlistment of new 
coach Mark Turgeon. The Terra- 
pins are not the hapless bunch they 
seemed to be in early fall — they’ve 
won some and lost some — but 
against top-tier teams, it’s been noth- 
ing but losses. Mostly respectable 
losses, but losses nonetheless. 

“I keep telling the kids they 
should still be full of confidence,

Long-shot hopes for an at-large 
bid to the NCAA tournament likely 
hinge on the ability to score a pair 
of signature wins in the season’s 
final weeks, though a strong run 
in the ACC Tournament would also 
help Maryland’s case. 

After each loss to a ranked team 
this season, the Terrapins followed 
up with a victory in their next game, 
including Tuesday against Clemson, 
the team’s first win on an opponent’s 
home court. “Now we don’t have to 
listen to everyone say, ‘They’re going 
for their first road win,”’ Turgeon 
said. “We got that behind us.” 

Four of Maryland’s final seven 
games, including three of the four 
against ranked teams, will be on 
the road. 

“We’re laying a great founda- 
tion for the future,” Turgeon said. 
“There’s a fine line between win- 
ning and losing, and right now 
we’re on the bottom of that line. 
But someday we’re going to be 
above it and it will be a lot of fun.” 


Maryland to See Less of Duke 

The additions of Pittsburgh and Syracuse to the ACC willdealablowto Maryland’s rivalry 
with Duke, ending the annual tradition of a home-and-home series between the teams. In a three- 
year cycle, they will play each other once a year twice, and twice a year once. Increasing the league 
14 teams called for scheduling concessions and the ACC opted to pair each team with a permanent 
rival. Those teams will play twice each year. Duke’s rival, naturally, is North Carolina. Maryland 
drew Pittsburgh, though the teams have only met seven times. Maryland won five of those games. 
It’s not yet been determined when the two Big East defectors will begin play in the ACC. (d.t.)

Quaranta's Passage to India 



Ex-D.C. United star 
will play in country’s 
new Premier League 

Soccer 

As far as post-retirement plans go, 
Santino Quaranta’s can be filed 
under “unconventional.” 

The former D.C. United stand- 
out will be teaming with former 
FIFA World Player of the Year and 
Italian captain Fabio Cannavaro 
while playing under former D.C. 
United teammate Marco Etcheverry 
in the inaugural season of India’s 
Premier League Soccer. 

“Unconventional” might be an 
understatement. Then again, the 
circumstances surrounding his 
retirement from MLS were a bit 
unusual, too. 

Just 27, Quaranta hung up his 
cleats after not being offered a 
new contract by United this off- 
season. Rather than consider the 
possibility of relocating for anoth- 
er franchise, Quaranta, a Balti- 
more native who lives there with 
his wife and two children, chose to 
move on to the next phase of his 
life. At Christmastime, Etchever- 
ry and former United great Jaime 
Moreno steered him in the direc- 
tion of India’s PLS. 

“I’m very excited,” Quaranta 


said. “[Etcheverry]’s a fantastic guy, 
and more importantly, his exper- 
tise with the game and the way he 
expresses himself as a leader, he’s 
somebody you want to play for. You 
sprinkle in a guy like Cannavaro, 
and it’s a dream. It’s the best thing 
that’s ever happened to me.” 


The league itself came together 
just weeks ago. Each of the six teams 
is afforded $2.5 million to build its 
roster, which includes one inter- 
national coach, one “icon player” 
(akin to an MLS Designated Play- 
er) and three other international 
players (one from an Asian nation),

Backstrom Hopes to Return for Playoffs

Nicklas Backstrom hasn’t skated

You don’t have to be a vegan to 
appreciate the sticky buns, cakes, 
muffins and other treats Sticky Fin- 
gers owner Doron Petersan creates 
in her dairy-free Columbia Heights 
bakery (1370 Park Road NW; 202- 
299-9700). The champion of the 
Food Network’s “Cupcake Wars” 
(she’s notched two wins in three 
appearances) shares 100 of her 
recipes in “Sticky Fingers’ Sweets” 
($28, Avery). The busy baker (who, 
with her husband, recently adopt- 
ed a son, 6 -month old Ezra) took a 
coffee break with us. 

Why write this cookbook now? 

It’s a great opportunity to show 
people how vegan baking can be 
done, tastily. There’s such a huge 
emphasis on health right now. In 
the media, it’s so much more com- 
mon to hear about people who are 


eating vegan, like Bill Clinton and 
Mike Tyson. 

So if someone wants to try 
veganism out, any tips? 

It’s about finding foods that you 
enjoy, but at the same time open- 
ing up your palate to other flavors 
you don’t know about. Also, making 
sure you still enjoy the foods that 
you enjoyed [before]. If you know 
you hate prunes, don’t go and eat 
prunes just because they’re vegan. 
Focus on eating foods you already 
enjoy that don’t happen to have 
meat or eggs or dairy in them. 

Did you ever feel you were 
treated differently on “Cupcake 
Wars" because you’re a vegan? 

No. It’s a true competition. We 
were definitely the underdogs. 
The judges know that our prod- 


ucts are nontraditional, so we’re 
always worried we have that mark 
against us, but we’ve proven twice 
now that we can win against tra- 
ditional bakers. 

Is being on the show as 
tough as it looks? 

Yes. It’s not horrible, but it’s exact- 
ly what it looks like. It’s totally har- 
ried, and you’re rushing against 
the clock, and you’re racing other 
people, and it’s absolutely terri- 
fying — while people are sitting 
there staring at you.

Do you think you’ll ever reach a 
point where you don’tfeel you 
have something to prove?

Attention, bright 
young drinkers of D.C.: 

Think your nuanced 
knowledge of single-batch 
rye and hand-chiseled ice 
makes you a cut above? 
Max Kuller, the hip wine 
director of Spanish tapas 
spot Estadio (1520 14th 
St. NW ; 202-319-1404), 
is calling your bluff. 
According to him, these 
days, sherry wine is on the 
lips of the country’s style 
setters. “The cool kids in 
New York have caught on 
and are getting serious 
about sherry,” he says. 

That’s not to say sherry, a Spanish 
wine fortified by brandy, doesn’t 
have a hold on D.C. But at least 
for now, you might consider sher- 
ry quaffing more like a secret club 
populated mostly by the likes of 
your favorite bartenders. 

“People think of sherry as an 
old-fashioned drink that they don’t 
drink; maybe their grandparents 
drank it. But it’s actually very cool,” 
says Diane Gross, co-owner of Cork 
Wine Bar (1720 14th St. NW; 202- 
265-26 75). 

Of course, sherry wasn’t always 
considered a blue-haired special. 
In 1587, Sir Francis Drake torched 
Spain’s Cadiz Harbour and helped 
himself to thousands of barrels of 
the potent stuff; once unloaded 
back in London, sherry became 
the Brits’ new “it” drink. Even 
Shakespeare spun sonnets about 
sherry “sack,” as it was called in 
those days. By the Victorian era, 
certain circles considered sherry 
a synonym for all fine wine. 

Yet sherry’s roots are decid- 
edly humble. Most is made from 
the palomino grape, a white vari- 
etal that thrives in the hot air and 
chalky soil of the arid Jerez region 
in southwest Spain. 

Sherry gets aged for five or more 
years in a reverse-pyramid solera 
system, with bottling done from 
the lowest, oldest barrels. The dri-

est, youngest sherries — light-hued 
finos and manzanillas — are forti- 
fied to about 15 percent, retaining 
the top layer of yeast. Called flor, 
the yeast protects the liquid from 
oxidizing and lends a salty, briny 
flavor straight from the coastal 
area’s sea breezes. 

Another kind of sherry, amon- 
tillados, begin life as a fino but are 
aged longer, fortified to a higher 
alcohol percentage and ultimate- 
ly exposed to air, which results in 
a caramel-amber hue and medi- 
um-deep flavor. 

When amontillados lose their 
flor entirely and begin oxidizing 
naturally — and accidentally — 
those wild-card wines become a 
variety called palo cortados, known 
in the industry as a “rare, deviant 
sort of thing,” Kuller says. 

Full-fledged oxidized sher- 
ries are categorized as olorosos, 
with a rich and brooding, slightly 
sweet and nutty depth. The dark 
Pedro Ximenez dessert sherry is 
made from grapes by the same

More Ness 
Than Mystery 


‘Journey 2’ can’t even 
manage to follow its 
own illogical rules 

Film Review 

Managing to make classic 19th-cen- 
tury adventure yarns feel as won- 
drous and exotic as a Hallmark 
Channel special, “Journey 2: The 
Mysterious Island” sincerely tries 
to pay homage to the likes of Jules 
Verne and Robert Louis Stevenson 
but is too contaminated by today’s 
sensibilities to make it all fly. 

The sequel to 2008’s “Journey 
to the Center of the Earth” suffers, 
first, from an exposition that is clod- 
dish even by the standards of multi- 


plex kid-stuff. Cramming a tangled 
mess of motivations into a few min- 
utes, it barely even attempts to make 
us believe that Hank (Dwayne John- 
son) would take his hateful stepson 
(Josh Hutcherson’s Sean) on a spur- 
of-the-moment trip to the South 
Pacific just because a mysterious 
radio transmission has hinted that 
Verne’s “Mysterious Island” actually 
exists and Sean’s grandpa (Michael 
Caine) is adventuring there. 

Faster than you can say “can 
we license this for a Happy Meal?” 
the two have arrived in Palau and 
hired sketchy helicopter pilot Gabato 
(Luis Guzman) to take them to the 
island’s coordinates. Gabato comes 
with teenage daughter Kailani (Van- 
essa Hudgens) — cue the slow-mo

removal of sunglasses to indicate 
Sean’s PG-rated leering. 

The first thing we learn about 
this strange island is that propor- 
tions are inverted: Life forms that 
are giant in our world are tiny in 
this one, and vice versa. But the rule 
only applies when the filmmakers 
are thinking about it. Fireflies are 
still tiny here; trees are still big — 
and if our heroes wrangle giant 
bumblebees to fly them around, 
those bees will be much smaller 
than the birds who attack them, 
regardless of logic. 

The movie’s flexibility with its 
own rules would be less noticeable 
if it were busy thrilling us. But the 
action here is just barely reheated 
sequences from better films. 

While Johnson displays little of 
the self-aware humor that has some- 
times elevated his lowbrow outings, 
he does remain guilelessly commit- 
ted to this sinking ship, earnestly 
selling it and flexing his pecs while 
waiting for director Brad Peyton 
to figure out what he’s doing. Pre- 
sumably, those pecs are still flexing.

ALBERT NOBBS (R, 113 minutes) A 
delicate, closely observed chamber piece, 
this affecting portrait of longing, lying 
and leading double lives in 19th-century 
Ireland sneaks up on the audience with 
the quiet discretion of the enigmatic 
protagonist at its center. And, like him, 
it contains multitudes beneath its prim 
surface. “Him”? Albert Nobbs is, after 
all, played by Glenn Close, who we first 
meet as a meek, impeccably groomed 
butler at a modest but respectable 
hotelin Dublin. Nobbs has worked there 
for nearly 20 years, during which time 
the staff and guests have come to think 
they know him simply as a reserved 
keeper of secrets. Buttwo people Nobbs 
encounter confront him with the secret 
he has held closest of all: that he’s re- 
ally a woman who long ago assumed a 
man’s identity to survive and to this day 
doesn’t know exactly who he/she is. a.h. 
THE ARTIST (PG-13, 100 minutes) Cap- 
ping off a year of movies dedicated to 
high-style nostalgia, “The Artist” arrives 
like the last, lightest profiterole on the 
croquembouche. “The Artist” opens in 
1927, when dapper Errol Flynn-esque 
film star George Valentin (Jean Dujar- 
din) rules Hollywoodland as its reigning 
star, his million-dollar grin coming as 
easily as the waves of applause that 
predictably greet every one of his new 
pictures. When George crosses paths 
with an eager newcomer named Peppy 
Miller (Berenice Bejo), he’s cast in the 
role of mentor (and maybe more). But 
when talking pictures become the order 
of the day, she quickly begins an ascent 
up stardom’s ladder, while George’s for- 
tunes begin their inevitable slide, a.h. 
BIG MIRACLE (PG, 107 minutes) In this 
highly partisan era, it’s comforting to 
revisit 1988, when people from many 
backgrounds stumbled upon a unifying 
goal. What issue could possibly ally 
Greenpeace activists and oil execu- 
tives, even Reagan and Gorbachev? “Big 
Miracle,” based on a true story, has the 
answer: three whales. As the film opens, 
television reporter Adam Carlson ishard 
at work, uncovering the fluffiest of fea- 
ture stories in Alaska. Adam stumbles 
upon three gray whales that have be- 
come trapped under ice. Without human

ies that purport to be constructed from 
found footage usually do so to cloak 
a flimsy premise. That’s not the issue 
with “Chronicle,” in which a pretty good 
idea for a sci-fi thriller is undermined by 
hastiness. The amateur cameraman is 
Andrew, a Seattle-area high-schooler 
who is bullied at school and at home.

Ultimately, “Chronicle” can’t 
finesse the essential problem of the 
found-footage genre: When faced with 
a potentially Lethal threat, nobody’s first 
instinct is to hit “record.” mark jenkins 
CONTRABAND (R, 109 minutes) Directed 
by actor-director BaltasarKormakur, the 
film has a gloomy, propulsive, working- 
class energy that feels slightly more Eu- 
ropean than Holly wood-y. When we first 
meet Chris Farraday (Mark Wahlberg), 
he has Left the smuggling gameto raise 
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a family and build a legitimate business 
in suburban New Orleans. But when his 
wife’s younger brother, Andy, winds up in 
hock to a volatile drug dealer (Giovanni 
Ribisi), Chris is forced to take up his old 
ways to pay off the debt and to keep 
Andy from being shot in the head. Ribisi 
makesfora compelling, and frighteningly 
unhinged, villain. Briggs also threatens 
Chris’ wife and his two young sons, un- 
less Chris comes up with the money.

That said, 
“Contraband” delivers certain rewards, 
both expected and unexpected, m.o 
THE DESCENDANTS (R, 115 minutes) 
George Clooney doesn’t put a foot wrong 
except on purpose in “The Descendants,” 
a pitch-perfect movie that threads a tiny 
needle between comedy and devastating 
drama. Clooney’s Matt King isthe wealthy 
descendant of Hawaiian royalty, who, as 
the movie opens, is watching his wife, 
Elizabeth, lie comatose in a hospital 
bed after suffering a near-fatal boating 
accident. A distant husband and father, 
Matt must find a way to bond with his 
daughters, 10-year-old Scottie (Amara 
Miller) and 17-year-old Alex (Shailene 
Woodley). “The Descendants” is an ode to 
emotional dissonance, wherein regretand 
antic humor can coexist and even share a 
drink; it’s a tricky tonal high-wire act that 
writer-director Alexander Payne pulls off 
with uncommon skill and aplomb, a.h. 
THE GREY (R, 117 MINUTES) Within its
